CUTS POWER OF SOUTH 


Recognition Given to Principle 
of Primaries in Election 
of Delegates. 


BORAH GIVES PARTY WARNING

Washington, D. C., Dec, 16.—The Republie- 
an national committee today decided it has 
the power to change the rules and proceed- 
ing of the national convention of the party 
without calling a special convention for that 
purpose. All of the changes which it will 
propose, however, probably will be sub- 
mitted to the Republicans of the various 
states for ratification. 

The committee decided unanimously to 
amend the basis of representation in the 
national convention, which will result in a 
reduction of the power of the southern 
states in the party’s decisions, Other 
changes decided on gave full recognition to 
the principle of the primary in the election 
of delegates to national conventions, ap- 
proved laws regarding such elections adopted 
by several states which provide that all 
delegates be selected at large, and accepted 
the principle that delegates properly ac- 
credited by state authorities shall be placed 
on the temporary convention roll. 


Vote Down Special Convention. 

The machinery which shall be used to effect 
‘these reforms was the only point on which 
the committee was divided. Of the forty-nine 
committeemen who.voted on the one roll call 
taken fourteen favored the calling of a spe- 
cial national convention to bring about 
these changes and thirty-five declared them- 
selves opposeé, This roll call by states re- 
sulted as follows:

Will Report Details Today. 

Details of the method to be used in re- 
ducing southern representation will be 
worked out by the subcommittee composed 
of Chairman Hilles and Committeemen War- 
ren of Michigan; Borah, Idaho; Smoot, Utah; 
Hadley (Louisiana proxy); Howell, Ne- 
braska; Estabrook, New Hampshire; 
Barnes, New York; Saunders, Tennessee, 
and Remmel, Arkansas. | 

The subcommittee expects to report to 
the full committee tomorrow. It was pre- 
dicted tonight that it would favor a com- 
promise between the plan advocated by the 
Republican congressional committee and by 
Chairman Hilles and other leaders. 

This plan would provide for four dele- 
gates at large from each state, one from each 
congressional district, and additional dele- 
gates from each congresional district where 
the Republican vote bears a certain ratio 
to the total vote. 

In bringing in a plan for reduced repre- 
sentation the subcommittee will suggest how 
the plan shall be ratified by the Republican 
voters in all the states. The much talked 
of referendum requiring that the plan must 
be approved by Republicans in states which 
cast two-thirds of the total party vote in 
1908 was still in favor at tonight's meeting. 


Borah Fights Convention. 

Senator Borah was the leading opponent 
of the plan to call a special national con- 
vention... 

“The great contest which will determine 
whether the Republican party is to regume 
supremacy or pass into history will be set- 
tled in 1915,"" he said. “If the Republican 
party adopts a reactionary platform in 1915, 
it will become nothing but the voice of 
the aristocracy. I believe it is progressive 
and I want to gather up that progressive 
sentiment and crystallize it in 1916. 

“Tf we call a convention in 1914, what 
position will we be in? There are states 
with primary laws not adapted for a na- 
tional convention except tor the selection of 
a national ticket. Such a convention would 
inevitably result in the selection of hand 
picked delegates in two-thirds of the states 
and any platform promulgated would not 
be a true expression of the rank and file of 
the people and would not be one upon which 
the party would be able to go to the coun- 
try with in the next congressional election. 
Let us therefore adopt a basis of repre- 


entation and say to the people that they 


shalt in the future select their delegates 
to the national conventions. By 1916 every 
state will have adopted a primary law.

Owens and Czarnecki Will 
Have Women Watchers 
to Help Police. 


MUST SHOW LEGAL ABODE 


The Chicago election authorities will try at 
the aldermanic primary and election next 
spring to prevent women inmates of dives 
from registering and voting. Likewise they 
will undertake to bar from the polls the men 
who are divekeepers and habitues. 

Suspect notices will be sent to all such per- 
sons if they register and they will be forced 
to show why their names should not be 
stricken from the lists.. Several thousand 
persons will be affected. 

Announcement to the foregoing effect was 
made yesterday following a conference be- 
tween County Judge Owens and Election 
Commissioner Czarnecki. Back of the de- 
eision to curtail the voting strength of the 
levee are the protests of women suffrage 
leaders, who object to a nullification of their 
votes by levee dwellers. 

The Chicago Political Equality league is 
credited with having started the agitation 
against giving the vote privilege to dive fre- 
quenters. They are said to have argued this 
class was no more entitled to franchise than 
the itinerant hobos who fill up the “ flops ”’ 
and cheap lodging houses in the river wards 
just prior to election. 


Women for Watchers. 

The league officers also expressed a willing- 
ness to do their share toward keeping these 
enemies of good government off the registra- 
tion lists. They announced from 300 to 400 
women would volunteer to act as watchers 
and challengers in the slum wards. 

Mr. Czarnecki indicated this offer would be 
accepted and Judge Owens would appoint 
many women special officers of the County 
court with power to arrest any man or wom- 
an who seeks unlawfuliy to get on the poll 
books. Adequate police help will be given 
the women officials in the tougher precincts. 

“The determination to prevent divekeep- 
ers and frequenters from voting is not as rev- 
olutionary as it might seem,’’ said Mr. Czar- 
necki. “A year ago similar action was 
taken and we served suspect notices on many 
men who were shown by police records to 
hang out at these objectionable places. 


: Points Police Record. 


‘*T understand under the new police regu- 
lations a complete record is kept of every 
woman dive inmate in the city; also of the 
men who share in the earnings of these un- 
fortunate women. Our plan is to treat both 
alike. Their right to vote successfully may 
be attacked, I believe, on the basis they can- 
not claim legal residence if they live in a 
dive. 

“It is true this question never has been 
passed on by the higher courts, but until we 
receive orders to the contrary we will en- 
force the rule, 

“We will appeal to those police officials 
whose special duty it is to regulate the morals 
of the community to give us all data In their 
possession regarding the dives and those 
connected with them. This also will apply 
to those hotels in the levee districts known 
to be operated for immora! purposes.” 

“Bathhouse John” Opposed? 

The new order is expected to meet with 
stubborn opposition from politicians, partic- 
wlariy of the First ward. The continued 
power of Kenna and Coughlin is credited to

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COUNTESS SENT TO PRISON; 
PRINCESS FACES JAIL TERM. 
German Noblewoman Who Charged 


4,000 Per Cent a Year on Money 
Loaned Guilty of Fraud.

BBRLIN, Dec. 16.—The Countess von Treue 
berg, who has been on trial here for nearly'@ 
monht on charges of usury and fraud and 
matrimonial swindles in which high society 
people were involved, was found guilty today 
of fraud and blackmail and also with abet- 
ting usury and was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for fifteen months and to pay a fine of 
$875. 

The Princess von Isembourg was fined $75 
with the alternative of imprisonment for 
twenty days for refusing to testify. It was 
claimed that she introduced the countess to 
the client who caused the arrest. 

The countess wads a notorious usurer, her 
rates in some cases having run as high as 
4,000 per cent a year. She had many prom- 
inent victims, some of whom refused to tes- 
tify against her.

AUTO DEPUTY TOLD 


TO ARREST MAYOR 


State Secretary Woods Says 
Illegal Number Was Used 
on Harrison’s Car. 


STORY GAINED FREEDOM. 


The arrest of Mayor Harrison was ordered 
yesterday by Secretary of State Harry 
Woods, who says the mayor has violated 
the state automobile law. The order is con- 
tained in a letter to his Chicago deputy, W. R. 
Dillon, state chauffeurs’ examiner. 

And Mr. Dillon, informed of the order, is 
not exhibiting any great amount of enthusi- 
asm. At his Oak Park residence last night 
he pleaded he could not tell what he was 
going to do until the letter from his su- 
perior had been perused. 


Promises No Favors. 

But he braced up long enough to declare: 

‘*Mr. Harrison will be treated exactly like 
any one else.’’ 

Asked how any one else is treated, Dillon 
again exhibited signs of distress. He saida 
warrant is sworn out and the defendant is 
“asked to appear in court.”’ Not always, it 
appears, is the warrant served. 

An attempt to learn from the mayor his 
side of the case was unsuccessful. 

Dillon says he saw an automobile on which 
the license number did not look right. He 
chased it a half dozen blocks and caught up 
and examined the number—93500—carefully. 


Illegal Number Used? 

“It wasn’t our number,”’ Mr. Woods said 
in Springfield. ‘It was one of the frameup 
numbers purchased frotmn one of the number 
jobbers in Chicago. The chauffeur told Dil- 
lon it was Mayor Harrison's machine and 
that the mayor had made application proper- 
ly and had sent down to Springfield for a 
number, but that it hadn't come. On this 
statement Dillon let the machine go and 
referred the case to me. 

“T've had this looked up today. Mayor 
Harrison did get his number. . His applica- 
tion came on Oct. 30 and his number was 
sent to him on Nov.1. Somebody was lying, 
so I have ordered Dillon to go ahead with the 
prosecution. We got Roger Sullivan and 
George Bren@gan and I guess there is no 
crime in getting Harrison. We play no 
favorites.” 


Green Numbers After Jan. 1. 

Secretary Woods displayed with considera- 
ble pride the style of number plates which 
will be issued after Jan. 1 when the time for 
auto license payment arrives again. The 
figures are a vivid St. Patrick’s green upon 
a white background, which is solid, instead of 
“open work,” as in the present numbers.

NEAR STANDSTILL 


ON COMPENSATION 


Railways Balk at Price Asked 
for Use of Streets and 
Alleys for Terminal, 


“STOP FOOLING,” THEY SAY 


Attorney Redfield Says Building 
of Elevated Roadway Will 
Not Be Accepted.

The negotiations between the city and the 
railroads on the west side terminal ordinance 
came almost to a standstill early this morn- 
ing. 

The stumbling blocks are so many and se- 
rious that it is a question whether an ordi- 
nance acceptable to the roads can be passed 
before the state public utility commission 
assumes jurisdiction of the matter on Jan. 1. 

The roads abandoned an appearance of 
anxiety to have the council pass their ordi- 
nences. They gave the impression by word 
and act that they believe they can get as 
good treatment from the state commission ag 
from the city council in the erection of their 


$50,000,000 terminal. 


Perhaps the purpose was to cause the alder- 
men to cease making big demands for con- 
cessions. Possibly it represented the true 
attitude of the railroads. 


Concession Demanded by Committee. 

The one big concession demanded by the 
council terminal committee was the con- 
struction of an elevated roadway from Lake 
street on Canal street and the right of way 
of the St. Paul road to Chicago avenue. 

It is estimated this will cost $1,850,000, 
Robert Redfield, attorney for the roads, said 
emphatically and repeatedly his clients would 
not actept it. But it was placed in the ordi- 
nance nevertheless. 


Stumbling Blocks in Path. 

The stumbling biocks in the path of the 
passage of an ordinance acceptable to the 
roads are: 

Compensation—City asks $4,300,000, 
Roads want to pay only $1,600,000. 

Electrification—Roads object. Ald. 
Fisher and others asserted ordinance cane 
not be passed without it. 

Straightening river—Roads object, 
Citizens’committee and plan commission 
asserted it is most desirable improvée 
ment. 

River road, Fulton te Sixteenth 
streei—Roads object. Urged by Bion 
J. Arnold. Wallace says it is engineers 
ingly feasible. 

Doek facilities—-Roads object. Both 
Arnold and Wallace claim it is desirable. 

Through routing of suburban 

trains—Roads object. Both Wallace 

and Arnold urge insertion of section on 
subject. a ‘ 

Technical rafiway commission— 
Roads object. Citizens’ committee and 
Arnold urge insertion of section provide 
tng for commission. . 


Referred to Committee. 

All of these subjects, except the first 
named, were referred to the engineers of 
the city, the Plan commission, the Citizens’ 
committee, attorney Redfield, Walter L,. 
Fisher, and Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Beckwith. They are asked to draw sections 
for a proposed ordinance covering the 
ideas, if they agree. The point is that they 
will probably not agree. The result will be 
they will report a disagreement and nthe 
progress toward getting these proposed pro- 
visions in the ordinances will be made. ; 

The three sessions during the day were the 
liviiest held on the terminal question, At 
times the arguments were heated. For the 
first time the regular attorneys for the 
roads—the Burlington, Pennsylvania, and 
the St. Paul—made their appearance. 

Mr. Dawes at the evening session, with a 
good supply of sarcasm, criticised Mr. Fish- 
er. He allowed the council committee was 
* crawling around in the darkness "’ until Mr. 
Fisher arrived “‘ with the broad light of his 
railroad experience.” 

He insinuated clearly and definitely that’ 
Mr. Fisher was at the sessions of the com- 
mittee to hinder rather than help tke passage 
of the ordinances. 


Fisher Replies to Dawes. 

“ The trouble is that Mr. Dawes would not 
have said half he has said if he had been 
present and heard all of the discussion,’”’ said 
Mr. Fisher. “ With tears in his voice he 
tells you that the proposed commission will 
injure the sale of the bonds of the Union 
Station company. The fact is that the 
street railways have issued $85,000,000 in 
bonds with a provision of this kind in their 
ordinances. 

“Not since the days of Yerkes have their 
bonds sold at par until teday. We could 
make real progress if we could deal with the 
principals in this railroad matter. I have 
aided the committee in every way possible 
in making progress."’ 

Mr, Redfield also attempted to stir up Mr. 
Fisher. Once he asked if the latter would 


permit the Union station to have some trivia} 
concesson. | 

“ There is no need for an attempt at cheap 
wit,” said Fisher. 

“It ia not cheap,” retorted Redfield, — 
is cheap,” replied Fisher. 
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railroads now have in the streets, and they 
claim they have considerable. The city’s 
rule is that the roads shall pay three-quar- 
ters of the full value as compensation, or, in 
this case, $6,234,000, considering that the 
roads have no rights in the streets what- 
poever. 

Regarding their rights Charles H. Wacker 
of the Chicago plan commission said: 

“It has been stated these railroads have 
been for many years in possession of a large 
area of streets and alleysin Chicago to which 
they have no legal right. It has been said 
70 per cent of such area now in railroad pos- 
session in the west side terminal area is held 
fllegally. Nothing has yet been submitted to 
your honorable committee to prove the in- 
accuracy of these statements, and in view of 
the past indifference to public rights in the 
railroad development of Chicago, is it not 
likely there is much truth in them?” 


Illegal Holdings as Factor. 

If the roads do hold 70 per cent of the 
streets illegally, then they should pay 70 per 
cent of the-$6,234,000, or $4,363,800. Incident- 
ally the city officials have not determined 
what streets the roads hold illegally, al- 
thoughhe ordinances have been pending for 
more than six months. If 70 per cent is too 


‘low, then the roads should pay ‘more than 


$4,363,800. 

What the Union station roads thought they 
_ghould be required to pay is only $1,658,321. 
And of that they hoped to have the Alton- 
which is not one of the Union station roads 
dig up. $568,628. 

How the aldermen can accept $1,658,321, 
when the best information before them ine 
dicates that the city should receive $4,3638,- 
800, is so difficult a question for Messrs. 
Geiger et al. that the outcome for the Union 
station ordinances is far from bright. 

“Stop fooling,’’ Mr. Redfield shouted at 
one stage in the proceedings with a bang of 
his fist on the table. “‘ Weare here ready to 
build a station at a cost of $50,000,000. If 
you want the station you must pass an ordi- 
mance which is fair for us. You can pass 
any ordinance you desire, but we have the 
privilege of saying whether we will accept 
it. I am now courteously telling you what 
we can accept and what we cannot.” ° 


Vacations Asked by Roads. 

The roads have asked only fer the vacation 
of West Water street between Washing- 
ton and Madison streets; an alley con- 
necting Harrison street with Canal street; 
Btewart avenue as far south as Twelfth 
street and Ellsworth street. The total 
vaiue of these streets was figured by 
the experts at $2,211,194, on which under 
the city rule the compensation would be 
$1,658,321. But there is part of Stewart ave- 
nue and of Ellsworth street which abut the 
property of the Chicago and Alton railroad. 
If these streets are vacated now they will 
revert to the owners of the private property 
adjacent or to the Chicago and Alton. 

“If we pay compensation for those,” ex- 
plained Frank J. Loesch, attorney for the 
Pennsylvania, “‘on which you have figured 
the value at $552,773, we will again have to 
pay for them when we acquire the property 
of the Alton. We will be forced to pay twice 
for these particular streets. That amount 
should be deducted.” 


Loesch Stirred by Estimate. 

Mr. Loesch made this speech after the dis- 
cussion had progressed half an hour. When 
the experts for the city first announced that 
the total value of the property was more 
than $8,000,000 he commented: 

‘It surely cannot be.”’

‘We admonish your honorable committee, 
while being fair to the railroads, to be strong 
in its rights and not timid in what it de- 
mands that the railroads do in-return for the 
very great things which they are asking. 


Validation of Titles. 

“The situation prevents the city from 
making an adequate investigation of the 
roads’ titles to land of tremendous value. 
It has been stated to your honorable com- 
mittee that it would require six months to 
make a proper investigation. The railroads 
ask that their claims of ownership be rec- 
ognized and their titles be validated. 

“We do not urge an investigation to the 
end of having the roads ousted from any 
city property they may illegally possess, but 
we do assert that, as practical men seeking 
to make a fair bargain for the city, your hon- 
orable committee should require the roads 
either to show good title to all public prop- 
erty now in their possession, or make proper 
allowances therefor in concessions to be re- 
quired of them in the public behalf. 

‘“‘ We believe that the value of the rights to 
be bestowed by the terminal ordinances un- 
der consideration are, however, of them- 
selves of such great value to the roads as 
amply to justify a demand on the part of the 
city for the straightening of the river on 
terms which will divide the cost of the work 
as previously outlined. | 


Compensation Issue Vital. 
* The city is now face to face at the elevy- 


enth hour of this terminal controversy with | 


the question of what is the city to receive 
for what it is asked to give to the railroads. 
Close scrutiny of the pending ordinauces 
reveals the fact that beyond the agreement !

WISCONSIN’S EUGENIC LAW 
CAUSES STRIKE OF DOCTORS. 


Say They Cannot Afford to Give Certifi- 


cate for $3, and Marriages May Be | 


Held Up. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 16.—The Milwaukee 
Medical society has decided not to comply 
with the state eugenic marriage iaw, pro- 
viding that every candidate for marriage 
must prove physica! fitness by the production 
of a physician’s certificate. The doctors say 
they can not afford to give such an examina- 
tion for $3, the statutory price. 

If doctors refuse to issue these certificates 
there can be no marriages solemnized in 
Wisconsin after Jan. 1, except by securing 


certificates from the regular county phy- | 


sicians, who will be able to make the required 
tests through the state board of health. 


With the state board making all tests for 


the state, however, there will be a great de- 
lay attendant upon all applications for mar- 
riage licenses. 

The attorney general today ruled that the 


doctors can not be forced to issue certificates 


for $3.

Decree to Prevent Indemnity. 
Gen. Villa's decree, issued at Chihuahua 
| City, was sent to Juarez and given out offi- 
cially. It was intended as a notice that 
; Should the revolution succeed, neither the 
Terrazas nor the Creel families will be al- 
lowed any indemnity for their losses. 

The ‘decree accuges the Creels and the 
Terrazas families of “ withholding taxation 
and of fomenting the treachery of Orozco 
and Huerta,” and states that the property 
shall be given to the widows and orphans 
causec by bloodshed among the Mexicans. 
All contracts made with the Creels and Ter- 
razases since Feb. 18, 1913, are declared void. 

Luis Terrazas Jr., eldest son of the land 
owner, is held a prisoner at Chihuahua 
and the rebels have appropriated to their 
usé as much of the movable property as 
they could seize. 


May Indemnify Exiled Spaniards. 

Efforts were made by rebél leaders working 
directly with Gen. Villa today to effect some 
‘sort of a settlement in regard to the prop- 
erty of expelled Spaniards. 

It was said that a proposal was made to 
invoice all the property in the Spanish stores 
and shops and to allow the claims to rest 
against the rebel government. 

Gen. Villa replied he was willing to pay 
for the property in so-called Constitution- 
alist money, which the Spaniards before their 
departure declared to be worthless. A defi- 
nite understanding acceptable to the exiled 
Spaniards was devised. 

Two hundred more refugees, including 
Americans and Spaniards, reached El Paso 
from Chihuahua today.

MEXICAN FINANCES CRITICAL. 
Mexico City, Dec. 16.—Unleses the govern- 

ment forces acceptance of the notes issued by 

the state banks itis expected that by noon 
tomorrow it will be impossible to redeem one 
of them in the capital. The directors of the 

Banco Central, the parent institution of the 

great majority of state banks, with the man- 

agers of the Bank of London and Mexico and 
the National bank, went over the situation 
carefully at a meeting of the department of 
finance this evening, but the only decision 
reached was to continue paying at the Banco 

Central only as long as the reserve deposits 

of the state banks last. 

Fearing to continue payment, the manage- 
ment of the bank closed its doors this after- 
noon pending a possible arrangement. 


May Exhaust Funds Today, 

The drain on the deposited reserves of the 
remaining state banks has been heavy and 
it is realized that the bank will soon run out 
of funds if it reopens tomorrow. 

Business men fear the refusal to redeem 
the notes will cause a run on the state banks. 
It is known, however, that perhaps a major- 
ity of these are solvent and that ultimately, 
when the notes now out of their territory are 
returned to them, they will be paid at their 
face value. 

It is reported tonight that President Huer- 
ta by official decree will force acceptance 
of the bank notes, perhaps making them 
legal tender throughout the republic, as he 
has already done in the states where they 
were issued.

DETAILS “RED LIGHT” LIFE. 


Say “Movie” Has No Tendency to De- 
grade or Demoralize, 


New York, Dec. 16.—[Special.}]—In the 
Park theater today there was a special per- 
formance, exhibition rather, for the benefit 
of Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, Mrs. Inez Milholland Boissevain, 
and Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
Platt. It was the reproduction of the film en- 
titled ‘‘ The Inside of the White Slave Traf- 
fic.’’ 

Briefly it showed the indoor and outdoor 
life of the fallen woman and the procurer, 
the slavery of the former and the brutality of 
the latter. The unfortunate girl turned over 
her earnings to her ease loving master, and 
when she was arrested in the street he went 
to the -political boss and had her freed in 
court. 


Pretends to Be , 
Tt showed the slaver acting the ero” to 


a factory girl, after scheming with another of 
his kind to approach the young woman. The 
“hero” gallantly felled the other man for 
his insult, and thereupon made the acquaint- 
ance of the unsuspecting girl. was received at 
her home, took her out, drugged her, and 
soon had her in his power as the result of a 
mock marriage. Then she was sold for $300 
to another of his kind, shipped to the segre- 
gated section of New Orleans, and thereupon 
became a slave of ‘ the system.’’ 

When she fled from her “ master ” to Den- 
ver, his telegram to the “ system '’ there 
préceded her, and she was unable to earn a 
living. 


Returns to Master. 

Penniless, she finally arrived in New York, 
reached the Jefferson market court, and, on 
her promise to strive to find honest work, 
was sent to a rescue home. Then she found 
employment at $7 a week in a department 
store. The meagerness of her wages led her 
back to her ‘“‘ master,’’ and she returned to 
‘the life.” 

Meanwhile, a young drug clerk, associated 
with a procurer, learned the methods, became 
one himself, and pursued a life of luxury and 
euse on the earnings of his slaves. 

After viewing this perforriiance, Mrs. Bel- 
mont, Mrs. Catt, and Mrs. Boissevain mo- 
tored to the west side police court and ex- 
pressed themselves as favorably impressed 
with the exhibition. It had no tendency to 
degrade or demoralize, they declared.

His Election as Suecessor to Pope 
Leo XIII. Was Prevented 
by Austria.

CAREER OF RAMPOLLA. 

Cardinal Rampolla, Marquis del Tindaro, 
was appointed secretary of state by Pope 
Leo XIII. and at the conclave for the elec- 
tion of a successor to Pope Leo was the pre- 
dominant figure until Austria exercised an 
old prerogative, the right to enter an ob- 
jection to the election of a given candidate 
for the papacy. Cardinal Rampolla led on 
the first and second votts. 

Of late Cardinal Rampolla had been men- 
tioned as a possible successor to Pope Pius X. 

Since the conclave Cardinal Rampolla had 
lived in retirement in the palace of St. Mar- 
tha, just behind St. Peter's, and as arch- 
priest of St. Peter’s and secretary of the Con- 
gregation of the Universal Inquisition, had 
devoted his time to the departments dealing 
with matters of , dogma and internal 
administration of the ¢hurch, holding aloof 
from affairs pertaining to the foreign rela- 
tions of the holy see 


Held Many Important Offices. 
Mariano Rampolla was born at Polizzi, 
Sicily, in 1843. He studied, first at the Col- 


' lege, Rome. 


lege Campranica, next at the Jesuit Roman 
college, and finally at the Ecclesiastical col- 
He entered the papal service 
at the age of 26, and six years later became 
counsellor of the papal embassy at Madrid. 
Five years afterwards he was appointed sec- 
retary of ecclesiastical affairs, papal nuncio 
at Madrid in 1882, and cardinal priest and 
under secretary of state in 1887. 

He warmly espoused the cause of Spain 
in her war with America, and for that reason 
was not popular with all the members of his 
church in the United States. A just asti- 
mate of him is that he is one of the most bril- 
liant and able diplomats in Europe. 


Scion of Noble Family. 

Rampolla was a scion of one of the grand- 
est and most illustrious of princely houses 
of the old Sicilian nobility. Although ascetic 
and austere as regarded his own mode of 
life, allowing thimself no pleasure, drinking 
no wine, and altogether indifferent to the 
pleasures of the table, yet he was a man of 
boundless magnetism and charm. 

He was a most unemotional and self-con- 
tained prelate of a church, the discretion and 
reserve of the members of which have 
achieved world wide fame. 

Rampolla had a large fortune of his own; 
his salary as secretary of state amounted 
only to $6,000, but he had a vast additional 
income as prince of the church, prefect, arch 
priest and on account of other great offices. 
All told his official salary amounted to $25,- 
000 a year, which is quite a sum in Rome, 
particularly as the vatican furnished him 
not only with lodging. but with board for 
himself and servants also. All his servants’ 
saiaries were paid by the pope, who likewise 
furnished him with horses and carriages.

Before the priest could say anything more 
he was forced back into his chair, where he 
sat glaring at his leading counsel and moving 
his lips. This was the first outburst of anger 
by Schmidt during his trial. 


Father and Sister Testify. 

During the rest of the hearing today 
Schmidt listened patiently to accounts of his 
delusions and eccentricities by his father and 
sister. 

Mrs. Isador Schadier, the sister, told of 
visions Schmidt when a mere boy had re- 
lated to his family. When he was 10 or 12 
years old, she said, Schmidt had come back 
from the church in Aschenburg, Germany, 
where his family lived, saying he had heard 
voices in the church ordering him to become 
a priest. 


Father Tells Lust for Blood. 

Mrs. Schadler said that Schmidt as a boy 
had a mania for cutting the heads from his 
mother’s geese, drinking their blood) and pre- 
tending to perform religious ceremonies 
with it. 

Heinrich Schmidt, father of the prisoner, 
testified through an interpreter. 

‘When my son was 8 years old,”’ the wit- 
ness said, ‘‘ he kept analtar, candelabra, and 
the vestments of a priest in his room. He 
used to go to slaughter houses until I re- 
proved and punished him, and then he said 
that he liked to see blood.” 

The prosecution closed today by reading 
the latter part of Schmidt’s confession.

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Judge Windes Holds Allega- 
tions of Interlocking Direc- 
tors Are Insufficient. 


DENIES AN -INJUNCTION. 


James J. McCarthy, However, 
Says He Will Continue Fight 
on ‘‘Combine.”’ 


Circuit. Judge Windes yesterday refused to 
grant a temporary injunction sought to re- 
strain the interlocking of directors in the 
Commonwealth Edison and the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke'company, of which Edison 
interests have lately come into’control. He 
held that the petitioner, James J. MoCarthy, 
president of the Chicago-Cleveland Car 
Roofing company and minority stockholder 
in Peoples Gas. had failed to prove fraud or 
injury accomplished or likely. 

The specific interlocking to which Mr. 
McCarthy referred was the service on the 
Gas board of Samuel Insull, James A. Patten, 
and John J. Mitchell, who are on the Com- 
monwealth directorate. He also sought a 
restrainer from further issuance of bonds as 
proposed. 

Mr. McCarthy says he is not through with 
his fight yet. He holds the intention is to 
depress the value of the stock and ulti-- 
mately to squeeze out the minority stock- 
holders, and plans to carry onward his at- 
tempt to obtain an injunction. 


Judge Windes’ Decision. 

Judge Windes ruling was as follows: 

“It was my penalty to hear the Dunbar 
case, which, took over three weeks totry, and 
as I remember that case, while there are 
general statements of the Supreme court 
with regard to the questions involved there 
which have some bearing here, I think there 
is nothing in that case that would control 
the court here in any way.

Calls Allegations Insufficient. 

“ But, Independent of those cases, I think 
there are not sufficient allegations here to 
| show either one of two matters which are 
of great importance in the relief asked by 
this bill, and that is as to fraud or as to in- 
jury. 

“ Now, it certainly is the duty of directors 
of a corporation to do what is best for all the 
stockholders of the corporation. In other 
words, if there is an absence of fraud, I 
think it is fair for them to do, in directing 
the affairs of the corporation, what is for 
the best interests of a majority of the stock- 
holders and the corporation. The mere fact 
that one small stockholder may be injured 
because of their acts and because of their 
interests in another corporation I don’t think 
would justify the court in restraining them 
here as asked by this bill.. 

“So on those two grounds, that there is no 
specific showing here to justify the court in 
saying that there is any fraudulent act done 
or will be done, from any facts alleged here, 
to justify the issuance of the injunction, or 
that there is any such injury to the com- 
plainant, as would justify the injunction, I 
deny the motion for an injunction. 


OLEO LAW HELD TO BE INVALID. 


New York Court of Appeals Decides 
Giving Yellow Color Is Not At- 
tempt at Fraud. 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The New York 
State Court of Appeals today held the oleo- 
margarine law to be unconstitutional. It 
was held that the legislature might enact 
laws to prevent deception and fraud in food- 
stuffs, but that giving yellow color to oleo- 
margarine was not done with the intention of 
re corn fraud.

hundred members of the state central com- 
mittee, county chairmen, and partv leaders 


| from Chicago and practically every county 


in the state, attended the rally. 
The results accomplished follow: 

The tentative selection of Frank G. 
Allen, Moline’ plow mianufacturer, as 
candidate for United States senatér. 

Deciaion to place full county, state, and 
congressional tickets in the field for the 
1014 election. | 

A subscription of $9,000 to wipe out the 
left over debts of the campaign of 1912, 
and the adoption of an assessment plan, 
whereby a fund of $30,000 will be raised 
for organization and’ campaign work in 
Iilinois for the November election. 
Monthly pledges amounting to $4,300 
were made. 

Adoption of a platform reiterating the 
principles presented by the party last fall 
and pledging support. to legislation pro- 
viding for the non-partisan election of 
judges. 


Oppose All Party Alliance, 

It was decided to go before the voters in 
oppesition to the combination of Democrats 
and Republicans in the state legislature 
which the Moosers assert was responsible 
for the failure of Progressive legislation in 
the late session. 

Medill McCormick delivered the Illinois 
keynote in his address at the Chicago Pro- 
gressive club at night. He said: 

‘The record of the dominant party in III-

noig is complete. It attempted to repeal the 
civil service act at the late session of the 
legislature, and, failing in that, the Demo- 
cratic administration has defied the letter 
and spirit of the law; has appointed spoils- 
men to office and set politics above public 
service and efficiency.”’ 

Mr. McCormick predicted the three parties 
would have about equal representation in 
the next legislature. He urged the Progres- 
sives to choose only such men as candidates 
for the legislature who would stand by the 
party in every test on party principles. 

Henry J. Allen of Wichita, Kas., also ad- 
dressed the night rally. 

The senatorial situation was given a thor- 
ough canvass at a meeting of the state cen- 
tral committee. The names of. Frank G. 
Allen of Moline, Ill., plow manufacturer: B. 
F. Harris, banker of Champaign, and Repre- 
sentative William B. Elliott of Galesburg 
were mentioned as possible candidates. Mr. 
Harris announced he would not run becatee 
of poor health and the demands of his busi- 
ness. Mr. Elliott also intimated he would 
not seek the office. 


Judge Lindsey Foresees Victory. 

Judge Ben M. Lindsey of Denver was the 
principal speaker at a luncheon at the Chi- 
cago Progressive club. 

“They tell us amalgamation its the only 
hope of defeating the Democrats,” said the 
Denver boys’ judge. ‘ We've helped them 
lick the Democrats for a number of years and 
have thereby fostered a political machine 
that is so despotic we cannot endure it longer. 
There can be no amalgamation without a 
thorough housecleaning. Any other move 
on our part would be a complete surrender.” 

Alfred L. Baker, Chicago banker, who 
presided, said the Progressive party out of 
office had accomplished more for the people 
than either the Republican or Democratic 
party had done while in power. 


Adopt Financing Plan. 

Plans were completed for financing the 
Progressive party in Illinois during the com- 
ing year at a conference of the county 
chairmen, state committeemen, and repre- 
sentative leaders. Nine thousand dollars 
was subscribed to pay off the debts left 
over from the fall campaign of 1912. Medill 
McCormick headed this subscription with 
$2,500. George F. Porter, W. S. Mason, 
and F’. S. Oliver each pledged $1,000. Frank 
H. Funk of Bloomington and William Wrig- 
ley of Chicago gave $500 each. 

An assessment was levied on each county 
on the basis of ten cents on every vote 
cast in 1912 for Dean Franklin for lieu- 
tenant governor. The county chairman 
practically guaranteed the payment of these 
assessments in four installments. It is said 
this plan will raise close to $30,000.

Dispatch from Africa Received in 
London Says Monarch Died on Fri- 
day—Similar Report Last February. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—A dispatch from Jibutl, 
Africa, says that Emperor Menelik of Abys- 
sinia died on Friday last. 

King Menelik, who was born in 1844, has 
been reported dead on several occasions. 
Special dispatches from Addis Abeba last 
February announced hig death and the suc- 
cession of Prince Lidji Jeassu, one of his 
grandsons. 

Menelik will be succeeded by Crown Prince 
Jeassu, who is said to bea confirmed drunk- 
ard and possessed of no executive ability.

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CONTAGION AND INFECTION. 


HE older dictionaries gave quite 
elaborate and finely spun differences 
between these two groups of dis- 
eases. They went further and class- 
ified communicable diseases into the 

two groups. The later dictionaries have 
thrown those old classifications into the 
waste basket. I hope the people have 
done the same. ‘There are only a few of 
these communi¢able diseases and there is 
no particular trouble in remembering how 
each is communicated. Trying to classify 
them will not belp any. 

Smallpox is spread by persons il) with 
smalipox or just recovered from it. The 
rule is to isolate the smallpox patient; 
for every person to keep away from him. 
oa properly- vaccinated can violate this 
rule. 

Chickenpox is spread by persons who 
have or very recently have had the dis- 
ease. There is no way to vaccinate against 
chickenpox. 


oe 


Diphtheria is spread by persons who are 
ill with diphtheria or who have ordinary 
sore throat dné to the diphtheria bacillus 
or whose throats harbor diphtheria, but 
who are not sick. The rule is to isolate 
not only those with diphtheritic mem- 
brates in their throats, but all who have 
diphtheria bacilli in their throats. 

Searlet fever is spread by those who 
have the disease typically or atypically. 
As we do not know the germ of scarlet 
fever, a good dea! of uncertainty prevails 
as to how long the disease is contagious. 
The shrewdest guess is that it is con- 
tagious so long as the throat is sore or 
the tonsila are swollen and boggy. The 
rule is to isolate the patient whether he 
ig seriously or not seriously ill. 

Measles is spread by those who have the 
disease. We must not forget that the 
disease starts when the fever, aching, and 
cough begins. The eruption fs merely an 
incident. Some patients do not have it 
at all. The rule is to isolate and to be- 
gin the isolation early. In measles times 
every child with a fever, cough, and wa- 
tery eyes should be isolated. If the dis- 
ease turis out to be an ordinary cold not 
much has been lost. On the other hand, 
measles is most contagious before the 
breaking out appears.

Typhoid fever is spread by those who 
have the disease. We knoWra lot about 
the typhoid gerni. Unlike some of the 
others it can be carried long distances. It 
can get on a fly and be carried a few 
blocks (by the wind) or a thousand miles 
(by a railroad car). It can get'in milk 
and be carried as far as milk is carried. 
Regardless of how far it is carried the 
trail started with a man who had. the 
disease. i 

The rule is to isolate, not absolutely but 
partially, to keep flies away from the 
patient and from his excretions, to see 
that no food, outside of the food for the 
patient, is prepared by the attendants or 
in the neighborhood of the sick man; to 
allow a8 many visitors as the patient cares 
to see or his’ doctor will let him see, but 
the visitors must be careful of their

SUGAR GOOD FOR CHILDREN. 

A. B. C. writes: “‘ How about sugar for chil- 
dren? Is its moderate use [accent on moder- 
ate, please] advisable? My boys, ages 9and 
10, like it on their oatmeal of a morning. 
Some pronounce that ‘ combination ’ harm- 
ful. They say it conduces to colds, etc.”’ 

REPLY. 

Sugar is an excellent food for children. It is 
burned into energy and children use that com- 
modity by wholesale. There is much danger of 
their overdoing it.

WITZBERLAND has just elected its 
new president, who will enter upon 
the duties of his office on Jan.1. He 
is Col. Arthuf Hofmann of the canton 
of St. Gall, that is tr say, of the can- 

ton which has thé largest amount of trade 
and commerce with the United States. 

At present vice president and chief of the 
military, he was previously the chief of the 
department of finance, and before that head 
of the department of justice and of police; 
so he has had plenty of experience in the 
art and science of federal government.

The emoluments of the office of president 
of Switzerland are not large. Last year they 
were raised from $3,000 to $4,000 per annum, 
not, however, without a good deal of oppo- 
sition in the federal assembly, where there 
was much denunciation of the alleged waste 
of public funds for mere purposes of show. 

As the Swiss government does not provide 
any official residence, nor even an equipage 
for its chief magistrate, and as the high 
price of living has affected even Helvetia, 
federal office in the land of the mythical 
William Tell can hardly be described as lu- 
crative, and the salary of its president seems 
‘but a mere fiea bite when compared to those 
of President Woodrow Wilson and President 
Poincare. 

pore § 

Nothing like an American presidential 
campaign takes place in Switzerland. The 
election is not decided on party grounds. 
Parties exist in Switzerland, it is true. In 
the federal assembly there is a permanent 
majority of Democrats, and a permanent 
minority of Conservatives, who to some ex- 
tent correspond to the Catholic Center party 
in Germany. 

However, this party division never appears 
during the election of the president. The 
president may be by race German-Swiss, 
French-Swiss, or Italian-Swiss, by religion 
Protestant or Catholic, and in politics either 
Democrat or Conservatives 

The federal assembly, consisting of the 
two chambers of the legislature—namely: the 
state council and the national! council, elects 
the president from among the seven mem- 
bers of the so-called federal council. 

The federal council is elected for a term 
of three years by the federal assembly. 
These seven members of the federal coun- 
cil head the seven state departments of the 
federal administration. They are not per- 
mitted to engage in any other calling or 
business. | 

They are chosen less with regard to their 
party than to their efficiency, and it is this 
that also guides the federal assembly in the 
election of the president. | 

Thus, in spite of the Democratic majority 
in the federal assembly, the new vice presi- 
dent, who was elected, unanimously, Dr. Giu- 
seppe Motta, is a Conservative and a devout 
Catholic. 

In accordance with time honored precedent, 
he will be elected to succeed Col. Hofmann 
as chief magistrate of the republic next De- 
cember for the term commencing on Jan. 1, 
1915. |

ig unanimous. That of Col. Hofmann 
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was not. The number of members voting 
against him was too small, however, to cause 
him to hesitate about accepting the office. 

There have been cases where a president 
has refused to accept his election on account 
of the extent of the opposition, and in 1881 
Fridolin Anderwert was so distressed by the 
relatively small majority by which he had 
been elected, interpreting the adverse vote 
as a lack of confidence in his integrity and 
capacity, that he committed suicide on the 
eve of the commencement of what was to 
have been his term of office. 

Sometimes the presidents of Switzerland 
are men of great culture, breeding, and evVen 
wealth, while others, despite their invariable 
personal dignity, have not belonged to the 
same class of society. 

Thus the late Sir Horace Rumbold, who 
was for so many years British minister at 
Berne, and who retired from the diplomatic 
service as ambassador at the court of Aus- 
tria, relates in his ‘‘ Reminiscences " how in 
calling one day at the house of the then 
president of the Swiss republic at Berne to 
pay his respects and to leave his card, he 
was admitted, in response to his ring, by a 
motherly looking woman with bare arms 
all covered with soapsuds, ‘“‘madame la 
presidente ” having come straight from the 
family washtub to answer the bell. 

Another president was an estimable hotel 
keeper, and during his term of office his son 
committed suicide at Dijon in France, where 
he was learning the-hotel business in the 
capacity of head waiter of one of the hostel- 
ries there. 

Another president was Mark Puchet, hail- 
ing from Morges on the lake of Geneva. Dur- 
ing his term of office he used usually to be 
found at night at some of the modest cabarets 
at Berne, where, sitting in his shirt sleeves, 
he would play the national and extremely 
innocent card game of “‘ jass,"” the stake be- 
ing generally either a cup of coffee or a glass 
of wine of the canton of Vaud or of Neu- 
chatel. 


~~ 

Only twice a year does the president emerge 
from his relative obscurity. The first time 
is at the close of the national annua! army 
maneuvers, when he reviews the troops (they 
are all militiamen), seated on horseback, ar- 
rayed not in uniform, but in full evening 
dress, with a high silk hat. The second occa- 
sion is during the national shooting compe- 
titions, which are always signalized by pa- 
triotic manifestations. 

No matter how simple the ways of the chief 
magistrate of the Swiss republic and of his 
six fellow members of the federal council, 
no matter what their little oddities of ap- 
pearance and of manner, they do not in any 
way excite ridicule, but are altogether re- 
markabie for their natural dignity. 

It was this, perhaps, more than anything 
else that so profoundly impressed Emperor 
William when he visited Switzerland last 
year to attend the Swiss army maneuvers, 
and was afterwards entertained at Berne 
by the president and the members of the 
federal council. | |

manner, that they compared, not unfavor-

Gleason Issues Order. 

The extent of the order is indicated [n this 
communication sent out last night by Chief 
Gleason: 

**On New Year's eve you will see that no 
horns or other noise-making instruments or 
devices, ticklers, confetti, or similar things 
are allowed to be sold or given away by 
peddlers or other persons or used by any per- 
eons on the public streets or sidewalks. 

“All saloonsb@{na Larrooms shall close 
promptly at 1 a. m., and remain closed until 
5 a. m., as on any other day of the year. 
Positively no liquors shall be sold anywhere 
after 1 a. m. 

“You will also see that no disorderly 
crowds are allowed on the streets or public 
walks or in other public places. Jostling or 
crowding in public places is strictly prohib- 
ited. 

** You will instruct your officers to look out 
for and arrest all persdns found shooting 
within the city limits oricarrying concealed 
weapons. People may celebrate, but in an 
orderly way.”

COSTS 38 LIVES 


Victims of Colorado Disaster 
All Married and Sons of 
Ranchmen. 


SAFETY DEVICES. FAIL. 


Coal Dust Driven Back in Tunnel 


Causes Tragedy; Only Two 
Are Saved. 


Newcastle, Colo., Dec. 16.—Thirty-eight 
men were killed when an explosion occurred 
in the Vulcan mine here this morning. The 
mine is the property-of the Rocky Moufftain 
Fuel company. 

All the victims were married and all ex- 
tept six or eight were Americans. Most of 
them were sons of ranchnien and business 
gen of Newcastle and the surrounding coun- 
try. | 
; Coal Dust Causes Ex 

Coal dust driven far back in a tunnel caused 


the explosion. The detonation was terrific, 


and wes accompanied by fames and smoke, 
which shot out from the mouth of the mine, 
(he mountain rocked as if by an earthquake. 

Tonight the men in charge of the rescue 


prork summarized the results of the explo- 


gion as follows: 
“Men in mine, forty; rescued alive (nom 


‘upper level), two; dead, thirty-eight, includ- 


ing every man working in the lower level. 
Among the dead are L. L. Crawford, mine 
foreman, and L. Walters, fire boss. 

Father J. P. Carrigan of Glenwood Springs, 
mear-here, hurried to New Castle at the first 
mews of the explosion. Among the first of 
the rescuers, the priest pushed into the 
gmoking pit, penetrating the entire mine in 
gearch of any victims still alive to whom he 
qmight administer the last rites of the church. 


No Hope for Survivors. 


, Before sundown the entire mine had been. 


cleared of gas and a thorough exploration 
convinced the rescuers that there was no 
hope of finding any of the thirty-eight 
victims alive. 

The Vulcan mine was only about a year 
pld and was equipped with modern safety 
devices. It had been inspected by the state 
authorities only a few days ago.

Carreno 
ig concerned with the simple appeal of beauti- 
ful melody set forth with peautiful tone, with 
the impulse of unaffected emotion speaking 
directly and spontaneously to the lstener. 

These attributes of art made her playing of 
the Chopin G major nocture, G flat étude, the

romanza, G major barcarolle, and study on false 
notes, a revival of the ideals loved when youth 
and ardor touched every impulse to expression 
with something finer and truer than may be 
achieved by ‘the colder methods of maturity. 
Mme. Carreno is to be heard again this season. 
Her playing has a lesson for all who love the 
art. Especially is it worth the while of the 
rising generation. They should grasp the op- 
portunity to know the moving power of simplic- 
ity and directness when joined to greatness of 
utterance.

Dippel gave out a statement this evening

acter, including several novelties by American 
composers. One feature of his productions will 
be a large orchestra of sufficient strength to do 
justice to the class of operas to be given.

His statement in part follows: 

“ Previous to my departure for Europe I beg 
to announce the arrangements regarding my 
future operations in the operatic field. I have 
always heen optimistic about the progress of 
music in America and I am very pleased with 
its rapid and excellent advancement in the 
United States. During my temporary retirement 
from grand opera I have decided to devote my 
time to the production of light opera in the 
same perfect and complete manner that grand 
opera is now presented in this country. 

“ During my connection with the Metropoli- 
tan and Chicago grand opera companies I was 
ina popition to study the desires of the the- 
atrical public and I have come to the conclu- 
sion that the people of the United States would 
greatly appreciate productions of light opera, 
especially those with good plots, dealing with 
an appealing story and presented by a cast of 
competent singers with an orchestra of suffi- 
cient strength to do justice to the intentions 
of the composer. The company which I am or- 
ganizing will produce only the best class of 
light operas and operettas.

“Though I expect to produce novelties writ- 
ten by American composers it is my principal 
intention to form a répertoire of an entirely 
international character, and for this purpose 
I have so far acquired the following novelties 
by international composers: ‘ Barbara,’ by Os- 
car Nedbal (Bohemian); ‘La Reginetta delle 
Rose’ (‘The Queen of Roses’), by R. Leonca- 
valilo (Italian); ‘The Purple Domino,’ by 
Charles Cuvillier (French); ‘The Dancing 
Princess,’ by Leo Ascher (German), and ‘ Be- 
glajia,’ by N. N. Ewreinow (hKussian).

Municipal Judge Jacob Hopkins of the 
Morals court yesterday told Henry Kolker, an 
actor, that he is in favor of “sanitarium” 
sentences instead of prison sentences for the 
greater number of persons who come before 
his court.

They are neuras- 
thenics, mental defectives, immoral by natural 
tendencies, and the only cure is a complete 
rebuilding of the nervous system. Prostitutes 
especially fall into this class. I had a woman 
in my court the other day who had been )De- 
fore me ten times before. I gave her the 
maximum fine and-gent her to the bridewell, 
but it will do no good. 

““A good, long rest, with good food and 
plenty of fresh air and recreation would make 
many mean and women over again and society 
would be a lot better off.”

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Calls It Good Business 


to Be Humane to Horses. 


EING “humane” is good business, George 

A. H. Scott of the Illinois Humane so- 
ciety told the owners of warehouses and 
moving vans last night at a meeting of 
the Traffic club in the Hotel La Salle. 

“Humane education has become so wide- 
spread,” he said, “that owners of horses out for 
business have to invest in blankets for the ani- 
mals and give them the best of care. The worst 
advertising that a company can get is through 
a careless and cruel teamster. People now take 
notice of the way in which a company provides 
for the comfort of its animals before leaving 
their order. 

“A woman who wished to move received bids 
from three transfer companies. The company 
which had not gone to the expense of providing 
blankets and other comforts for its horses had 
the lowest bid, but the woman preferred to give 
her order to the higher priced company because 
of the humane way it had of caring for the ani- 
mals. 

“When a moving van stops before a row of 
residences the women are watching how the 
teamster treats the horses. If he is humane the 
women gain a good impression of the firm and 
will remember the name of the company when 
in need of moving vans.” 

The members of the Traffic club were asked 
to codperate with the Humane society for the 
good of the animals and their business.

Says Chauffeurs Spread Vice District. 


“Certain chauffeurs are the most active 
agents in spreading the old vice district over 
the entire city,” said Assistant -Corporation 
Counsel George L. Reker to Judge Hopkins in 
the Morals court yesterday. 

“They loiter about the former south side 
levee, and when a man finds an old resort 
closed up, a chauffeur is there to take him 
to one of these new buffet flats that are be- 
ing established in respectable portions of the 
city. This Thirty-first street and Forest ave- 
nue case is an example.” 

He referred to a raid made upon a fiat at 
$151 Forest avenue. Six women found in the 
Place were fined $5 and costs each, as were 
also four out of town men, who testified that 
George Huston, a chauffeur, who drives his 
own taxicab, had taken them to the flat. 
Huston was also charged with being an in- 
mate, and received the same penalty as the 
others, 

Charles Katt, a chauffeur, who was arrested 
in an alleged resort at 2220 South Wabash 
avenue, was fined $10 and costs.

Money at Home.

ANDKERCHIEFS! You may say that 

word in any tome of voice from one of 

edmiration to ofe of disapproval if you 

are a prospective home worker. You 

may say, as many of the home workers 
have said when they first began to be home 
workers: “I don't waht to bother with little’ 
things. I want to mafke something that wil) 
bring me lots of money when it is sold.” But4f 
you are a clever home Worker you will speak of 
handkerchiefs with respect and admiration, be- 
cause of such little pea ag handkerchiefg are 
the successes of many of the most succ¢ssful 
home workers built. 
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Here is a letter that came to me the other day 
and that made me happy. It will be interesting 
to you, too, I'm sure. Amd to those of you who 
have thought of handigjirchiefs and all little 
things In a disapproving tone of mind it will 
bring enlightenment: 

“I want to thank you for what you have done 
for me. When I began to be a home worker I 
had a little trouble in Pt gene just the thing 
that I'd like to do. of the beautiful big 
things lured me so much, with their possibili- 
ties of a great deal of tmoney if they were sold. 
But I sat down and a long talk with myself, 
as you always tell us to do, and I figured out 
that it would take a long time to make the big, 
handsome things, and that for the work Id put 
into them I'd never be able to charge a price 
that would make it worth while. But if I could 
make something small that I could sell for 25 
or 60 cents I'd be able to make a quicker profit 
and perhaps, if’ my sales were good, a larger 
profit than I could on a large piece of work. 
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“What I wanted to do at first was to crochet 
a luncheon set. What I really did was to spend 
that time making a lot of little handkerchiefs. 
The pretty colored bordered ones are new and 
attractive, and I decided that they'd sell as well 
as anything else. Handkerchiefs are always a 
safe gift to buy, and so they must be a safe gift 
to make, I said to myself. 

“T can’t tell you how happy I have been with 
my handkerchiefs. I have had so many orders 
and every one has liked them so well. ['m a 
home keeper as well as a home worker, so I 
haven’t all of my time to spend at my work by 
any means. But I have earned in my spare 
time during the Aast week and a half $10 and 
more, and I think that’s pretty good. 

“T have proved to myself that the lesson to 
be learned from work at home is that it’s all 
right to make the big things when you have 
orders for them, but it’s a much safer invest- 
ment to make little things when you have to 
take the risk of selling them. 

“TY thank you again for all the help you have 
given me, and I wish you and all of the home 
workers the happiest, merriest of Christmases.”

Comes of Shooting in Tacoma 
Building When Money 
Lenders Quarreled. 


NEW WAY TO GET COIN. 


‘Demurrage” Charge of $250 for 
“False Statement’? Cause of 
General Fight in Office. 


A new and profitable wrinkle in the loan 
shark business came to light yesterday after- 
noon in Judge Fake’s division of the Munici- 
pal court. It is the “ demurrage”’ charge 
on refused applications for loans before pa- 
pers are returned. The charge of $2.50 
caused the shooting in the Tacoma building 
on Dec. 8, in which Henry Weinhold, 1566 
Dewey avenue, Evanston, and his brother, 
William, did things to employés of the South 
Gide Savings bank loan agency. Charges 
were preferred by all parties and will be 
settled today. 

Incidentally, both Weinholds lost their po- 
gitions with the public service corporation. 


Another Loan Man Present. 
Among counsel for the loan sharks was 
| Joseph A. McInerney, a brother of City Prose- 
cutor James E. McInerney, and a Mstener 
was Frank Hill of Hill & Schiller, Chicago 
loan sharks for twenty-nine years. 

The Weinholds said Henry had phoned A. 
B. Monroe, 6431 Sangamon street, cashier 
of the south side “ bank,” on Dec. 1 re- 
garding a $0 loan. He was told it would 
cost, him $47.50 for three months. The next 
day a man got his signature to applications 
for loan, a mortgage on his furniture and as- 
signment of salary. Mrs. Henry Weinhold 
went to the “ bank” that evening and found 
the furniture was mortgaged and that the 
joan was refused. 


Threaten to Garnishee. 

She demanded the papers and was told that 
unless she paid $2.50 ‘‘ for making a false 
statement,” the sharks would garnishee her 
husband’s salary. She snatched the papers, 
but Monroe wrenched them from her. 

The following day, Dec. 8, saw the Wein- 
hold brothers at the loan shark office. The 
husband says he demanded an apology. 
Monroe refused and backed up to a desk 
where a blackjack lay. Weinhold hit Mon- 
roe and was hit by the blackjack. 

‘William said he saw K. J. Phelan, 4088 West 
Adams street, the assistant cashier, pull out 
a@ revolver, sotookahand. L. B. Crews, who, 
with J. E. Breen, owns the “ bank,’’ jumped 
on his back and gouged one eye until bit In 
the hand. Then the Weinholds lett. 

Monroe and Phelan claimed by inuendo an 
attempt to rob the “bank.” Phelan, they 
said, had fired five shots to prevent young 
Weinhold from killing him. 

The Weinholds are represented by Thomas 
J. Paden and Daniel P. Trude, backed by the 
Legal Aid society, the foe of loan sharks.

_ Opposes Transfer of Powers.

Record When He Buys Hold- 
ing of Duke of Bedford.

‘Covent Garden Markets and Bow 
Street Police Courts Also 
Situated on It. 
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CHICAGO LOOP VALUES HIGHER 


Nineteen acres of land in the heart 
of London sold for a reported price of 
$50,000,000. The area approximates 
the 8 Chicago blocks surrounded by 
Randolph, State, and Adams streéts 
and Wabash avenue. This Chicago 
land exclusive of buildings -is esti- 
mated to be worth an average of at 
least $80 a square foot—or $84,000,000. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—One of the biggest pri- 
vate real ¢state deals on record was com- 
pleted today in the purchase of the Duke of 
Bedford's block of freehold property in the 
center of London for something over $50,000,- 


} 000 by Harry Mallaby-Deeley, a Unionist 


member of the house of commons. 

The exact figures were withheld by the 
on the cost of acquiring the property for the 
Aldwych and Kingsway improvement, which 
amounted to $22,200,000. 

There is more valuable land in London 
that the Covent Garden estate. This is the 
section known as “the City.”" A site there 
sold some time ago at the rate of $15,000,000 
an acre. 


Estate Covers Nineteen Acres. 

The estate in today’s deal covers nineteen 
acres, and stretches east and west 
from Kingsway to St. Martin's lane, near 
Trafalgar square, and north and south from 
Long Acre to the Strand. It includés the 
Royal Opera, the Drury Lane, the Aldwych, 
the Strand, and the Lyceum theaters, Covent 
Garden market, the Waldorf and several 
other hotels, Bow street police court, the 
National Sporting club, and a number of 
great printing establishments. — 

The plot includes twenty-five streets and 
nine “courts.’’ Theré are approximately 
about 750 buildings in the estate and more 
than a thousand leasehold tenants. The 
rights of the lessees are safeguarded in the 
deal. The title of the property varies in 
duration from two years to 300 years. 


Income from Estate Enormous, 

The income from the estate in recent years 
is known to have been greater than that of 
some of the principalities of Europe. Covent 
Garden market alone brought the duke 
$85,000 yearly. Loa 

The purchase makes the previous deals of 
Mr. Mallaby-Deeley pale into insignificance, 
although in July he acquired the St. George’s 
hospital site, opposite Hyde Park, for $2,350,- 
000, and a Piccadilly hotel for $2,500,000. 

The ground sold today has been in the pos- 
session of the Bedford family since 1540, 
when it was granted to them by King Henry 
VIII. at the time of the dissolution of the 
Roman Catholic religious communities and 
the confiscation of their property. : 


Nine Estates Divide Metropolis. 

The sale today is seen as the start of the 
breaking up of the great landed estates in 
London. The metropolis is practically di- 
vided among nine peers—the Dukes of Port- 
land, Bedford, and Westminster, the 
Marauises of Exeter, Salisbury, Northamp- 
ton, and Camden, the Harl of Craven, and 
Viscount Portman. 

The Duke of Bedford still remains a huge 
land owner. The Covent Garden estate was 
the smallest of his three London properties, 
His Bloomsbury estate is larger and more 
valuable. 
of St. Pancras. In addition to those, and 
notwithstanding the recent sales by the 
duke of large areas in Devonshire and 
Cambridgeshire, he still holds about 40,000 
acres in Bngland.

Chicago Boxer Barred from 
Fighting in Wisconsin for 
Period of 12 Months. 


BRITTON BOUT IS CAUSE. 


Refusal of Packey to Weigh on 
Time Arouses Anger of Bad- 
ger Fistic Commission. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. | 
Because of his failure to give a ‘‘ satisfac- 
tory performance.”’ in his ten round bout with 
Jack Britton at Milwaukee on Dec. 8, Packey 
McFarland, the clever south. side fighter, 
yesterday was suspended by the Wisconsin 
boxing commission for one year from taking 
part in any boxing contests in the Badger 
state. 

Notice of the commission’s action was an- 
nounced in Milwaukee, and when McFar- 
land learned of the edict he declared he was 
sorry he was ‘“‘in wrong” with the boxing 
authorities, but that he would~ not have 
cared if he had been suspended for life. 
Packey said he would not. starve, and he 
does not anticipate any trouble when he signs 
for matches to be decided in other states 
where boxing is controlled by commissions. 
McFarland is of the opinion Britton should 
have been punished as well as himself. 
Packey said Jack would not fight but con- 
tinually covered up, thus making the contest 
look bad. ‘The Irishman asserted he tried 
his: best to make a good fight, and if the 
opportunity had presented itself he would 
have tried to stop Britton. 


Britton Should Share Blame. 

Those who saw the contest and who have 
seen McFarland in other matches said after 
the Britton contest that they never saw 
Packey try so hard to put an opponent away 
with one punch. It might have been the. 
south sider’s eagerness to land the sleep 
producer that made him miss so often, and 
the general opinion is that he alone should 
not -be blamed for the unsatisfactory ex- 
hibition. 
McFarland undoubtedly aroused the com- 
mission’s ire when he refused to weigh in at 
the appointed hour, 3 o’clock: Packey in- 
sisted he had been matched to fight Britton 
at catchweights and it was not necessary 
for him to step on the scales. The commis- 
sion insisted that he weigh in order to find 
out whether he was ten pounds heavier than 
his opponent. According to the boxing rules 
of Wisconsin, no fighter of any class except 
the heavyweight division must be more than 
ten pounds heavier than his opponent. 


Weighs In Four Hours Late. 
When McFarland was ready to weigh, the 
commission ordered him to strip. This 


Packey: refused to do, and after considerable dick- 
ering. he stepped on the scales in street attire, four 
hours after the appointed time to weigh. Packey 
satisfied the commission he was not ten pounds 
heavier than Britton, but his refusal to meet al] 
the demands of the commission was partly re- 
sponsible for yesterday's action,

Packey said. ‘‘I did not put up any worse fight 
than Britton, and he is lucky he was not stopped. 
If he had not covered up so much, he surely would 
have received some hard punches onthe chin. I 
tried to make a fight out of it, but it takes two 
men to make an interesting go. 

‘*I don’t intend to fight the action of the com- 
mission. If I cared a wee bit for their ultimatum, 
I would take it to court, and lam sure I would win. 
The edict of the Wisconsin commission will not 
hold in New York or other states where boxing is | 
controlled by commissions.

NEW YORK STOCKS 
HAVEBETTER TONE 


Tendency Upward, Close Finds 
Popular Issues Near Best 
Prices of Day. 


STEEL NEWS ENCOURAGES |; 


New Haven, New York Central, 
Telephone, and Sugar Make 
Part Recoveries. 


New York, Dec. 16.—A better feeling pre- 
vailed today in the stock market. Although 
selling of investment stocks was continued, 
with sharp declines in spots, there was no re- 
currence of liquidation on a scale such as 
has unsettled the market recently. 

The general list hesitated for a time, but 
ultimately broke away from the influence 
of weakness in a few stocks and sought a 
higher level. The market experienced set- 
backs from time to time and operations for 
the rise were conducted with no great con- 
fidence. The tendency nevertheless was defi- 
nitely upward and the close found the popu- 
lar issues near the best prices of the day. 


Steel Trade Reports Better. 

Reports from the steel trade, which have 
furnished much ammunition for the bears in 
recent weeks, were more encouraging. It 
was said new orders were slightly heavier 
and that manufacturers were looking for the 
appearance of the railroads in the market 
after the holidays. The fortnightly statistics 


of European copper supplies showed a de- 
crease. 


New Haven, New York Central, American Tele- 
phone, and American Sugar, recent weak features, 
made up some of the lost ground. President Theo- 
dore N. Vail of the American Telephone, comment- 
ing upon the recent slump in the stock, said he saw 
no reason for apprehension regarding the future 
of the company’s business. 

These developments tended to revive the droop- 
ing spirits of the bulis, and there were signs of 
better buying at times.
